Union of Philadelphia and Vicinity, 


Inc., yesterday at the Bellevue-Strat- 
ford. ® 

“Churches must face reality or per- 
ish,” Bishop Freeman told approxi- 
mately 800 women representing 
churches of 21 denominations. “No 
crisis in the history of the Chris- 
tian Church has been confronted with 
perils such as face the church to- 
day,” declared the Bishop. 

“The great nations of the world are 
being swept away: Czecho-Slovakia, 
Poland and, now, Finland—a little 
nation atacked by 150 million peo- 
ple, but so far undefeated and I 
pray God to remain undefeated.”
